Court rules 
no death for 
police murder 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court ruled 5 to 4 today that'a state may 
not make the death penalty mandatory 
for the murder of an on-duty police of­ 
ficer 
The five-page unsigned opinion came 
in a Louisiana case which has caused the 
justices problems from the start 
Chief Ju stice W arren Burger and 
Justices Byron White, Harry Blackmun 
and William Rehnquist dissented 
But the majority said the Louisiana 
law under which Harry Roberts was 
sentenced to death for the fatal shooting 
of officer Dennis Mclnem ey at Mardi 
Gras day in New Orleans in 1974 con­ 
stitutes “cruel and unusual punishment” 
in violation of the Constitution 


The majority said it is bound by the 
court's 
1976 
opinion 
striking down 
Louisiana's capital punishment law, 
although a m ajority of the justices did 
not join it 
Quoting from that opinion, the court 
said today even n a rro w ly draw n 
categories of possible offenses are rigid 
and 
afford no meaningful opportunity 
for consideration of mitigating factors 
presented by the circumstances of the 
particular crime or by the attributes of 
the individual offender.” 
A footnote to the 1976 opinion noted 
that only an intentional killing by a 
person serving a life sentence is “ a un­ 
ique problem that may justify” a man­ 
datory law 
In the Harry Roberts case, the court 
acknowledged that the fact the murder 


victim was a peace officer performing 
his regular duties may be regarded as an 
aggravating circumstance 
"There is a special interest in af­ 
fording protection to these public ser­ 
vants who regularly must risk their lives 
in order to guard the safety of other 
persons and property.” the opinion said 
But it suggested there may exist 
mitigating circumstances such as the 
age of the offender, the absence of any 
prior conviction, the influence of drugs, 
alcohol or “ extreme emotional distur­ 
bance." 
The 
in d ivid u al 
m ay even have 
reasonably believed he had a moral 
justification for his conduct, it said 
The court recognized that “ the life of a 
police officer is a dangerous one” by in­ 
cluding statistics showing that 57 law en­ 
forcement officers were killed in line of 
dutv in 1966. while 129 were killed in 
1975 
Last term the court upheld the capital 
punishment laws of Georgia, Florida and 
Texas but struck down those in North 
Carolina and Louisiana. 
The gist of the majority holding was 
that death could not be imposed unless 
juries were given a chance to consider 
the circumstances of each case and un­ 
less appropriate appeal procedures were 
provided so the penalty would be ad­ 
ministered even-handedlv 
Justice Harry Blackmun. writing to­ 
day for himself. White and Rehnquist. 
declined to recognize last term's opinion 
as conclusive for the murder of a 
policeman 
Council sets hearing

A public hearing on the 1977- 78 Lom­ 
poc city budget and the expenditure of 
$235 000 in federal revenue sharing funds 
will be held tonight at 7 30 p m in the

The $11.949.885 proposed budget would 
require no increase in the tax rate should 
it be adopted June 21 as expected 
City staff has proposed that the 
revenue sharing funding be devoted to 
police services 
for which $977.945 has 
already been set aside in the budget City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers said police 
services is the easiest area to keep track 
of and if the money were used for 
something else, the city would either 
have to reduce services or increase the 
tax rate 
The proposal was made by the city 


staff despite an appeal from Harry 
Crompe. president of the Lompoc Valley 
Drug Abuse Council, that the money be 
spent on social programs, such as those 
for youth 
The budget will provide for basically 
the same services as last year However, 
some reduction in service, such as clos­ 
ing the city jail and use the county 
facility at Orcutt instead, and higher 
trash collection fees are to be con­ 
sidered 
Such revenue sources and funds from 
state and federal grants are to facilitate 
continuation 
of 
capital 
improvement 
programs in the city They include city 
park improvements, completion of plans 
for a new fire station and street and alley 
improvements

Ecevit s party also outpolled Demirel 
in the ultra rightist central province of 
Konya, home of the whirling dervishes, 
the mvstie Islamic sect

U S District Judge John Sirica told the 
two top aides of former President 
Richard Nixon they had two weeks to 
clean up their personal affairs before 
beginning their sentences of 30 months to 
eight years for obstructing justice, con­ 
spiracy and perjury in America's worst 
political scandal 


In a brief four-minute hearing in the 
last 
legal chapter of the Watergate 
episode that drove Nixon from office. 
Sirica told Mitchell, the former attorney 
general, and Haldeman. once the White 
House chief of staff

“ On that date each of you will report to

The Supreme Court has turned down 
appeals by Mitchell and Haldeman to 
review their convictions The two have 
until June 17 
the fifth anniversary of

each other. Mitchell and Haldeman were

expressionless

Their lawyers made no

'Rumble' caused rioting 


CHICAGO (UPI) 
Weekend riots 
which left two dead and more than 100 in­ 
jured were triggered by a “ rumble 
between predominantlv Puerto Rican 
street gangs out to celebrate Puerto 
Rican Day 
The vouths turned on police who tried 
to intervene and a full-scale riot erupted 
As the rioting raged, the youths cooly 
went about their work They methodical­ 
ly broke the windows out of police cars, 
then set them afire 
Reporters on the scene, who were at­ 
tacked and chased away remarked on 
the vouths deliberateness and intensity 
of purpose 
Frustration and hostility 
were etched on their faces 
The noting cost the lives of two gang 
members, left more than 100 injured, a 
block of stores burned out and looted, 
and local residents disillusioned 
It began Saturday, a hot and muggy 


backdrop for Puerto Rican Day 
P o lic e S u p e r in te n d e n t Ja m e s 
Rochford said a bomb claimed to have 
been planted by the FA LN . a Puerto 
Rican terrorist group, exploded on the 
fifth floor of the City-County Building 
about 12 30 p rn and “ set the climate for 
the riot 
Near dusk with temperatures in the 90s 
police were < ailed to Humboldt Parkpn 
Chicago's Near Northwest Side to break 
up a fight between the Latin Kings and 
the Spanish Cobras, two Latin street 
gangs 
The exact details of the shooting which 
followed remain unclear In one version, 
Julio Osorio, 26. fired on police and killed 
a bystander. Raphael Cruz. 25. Osorio in 
turn was shot dead by police In another 
version, police shot at Osorio when he 
refused to drop his gun. killing him and 
the bvstander 


Police said the killings triggered 
“a 
full scale riot” which lasted five hours 
Gangs of youths roamed the Humboldt 
Park area overturning and burning vehi­ 
cles throwing rocks, setting fire to shops 
and looting 
Reinforcements were called in from 
throughout the city, including Soldier 
Field when* 80.000 persons were at­ 
tending an eight-hour rock concert 
Heavy rains quieted the Humboldt 
Park area after midnight Saturday but 
looters came out Sunday morning, pack­ 
ing off cases of goods from non-Puerto 
Rican-owned shops 
Police talked to Puerto Rican leaders 
throughout the muggv Sunday but a plan 
of mutual withdrawal broke down at 
sunset 
In scattered incidents, police 
dodged rocks, bricks, bottles and 
Molotov cocktails There were at least 
two reports of shooting but no deaths 
Two killed in weekend accidents 


Two persons were killed and 11 others 
injured in five unrelated highway acci 
dents over the weekend 
One of the injured disappeared after 
leaving a trail of blood as he fled the 
wrecked car he was driving

Brezhnev denounces past 


MOSCOW (U PI) - In a rare 
public reminder of the blood- 
spattered past, Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev has denounced 
the tyranny of the Stalin era 
and declared “ it should not 
repeat ” 
Brezhnev said “ solid guaran­ 
tees" against any future abuse 
of power or violation of rights 
were provided in a new draft 
constitution that was prepared 
under his direction to replace 
one written in 1936 
H is re m a rk s cam e in a 
speech to a meeting of the Com­ 
munist party Central Com­ 
mittee May 24 but kept secret 
until their publication in news­ 
papers Sunday 
It was at the same session of 
the central com m ittee that 
President 
Nikolai 
Podgorny 
was abruptly removed from the 
party Politburo and began a 
rapid descent to oblivion 
“ We know 
com rades 
Brezhnev told the central com­ 
mittee. “ that some years after 
the adoption of the current con­ 
stitution were darkened by tl 
legal repressions, violations of 
the p rinciples of socialist 
democracy and Leninist norms 
of partv and state life 


“ This was done in contraven 
tion of the constitution's provi­ 
sions." 
Brezhnev 
asserted 
"The party has resolutely con­ 
demned this practice and it 
should never repeat " 


Brezhnev did not mention 
Stalin by name, but it is ex­ 
tremely rare for a Soviet leader 
to speak publicly of the corrup 
tion and terror of the past even 
without being specific 


The new Brezhnev constitu 
tion which appeared in public 
for the first time Saturday of­ 
fered some new guarantees 
against Stalin-era repression 
including a right to make com­ 
plaints against officials 


But Brezhnev also made it 
clear that the new constitution 
would not bring to the Soviet 
Union what he described as 
‘ the perverted and vulgarized 
interpretation of democracy 
and human rights" that is pop­ 
ular in the West

Improving North H 


A pretty thorny issue is fac­ 
ing Lompoc city staff, City 
Council, and several North H 
Street businesses in the form 
of what to do about widening 
and dividing that thoroughfare 
from Ocean Avenue to Chest­ 
nut Avenue, a distance of 
some two blocks. 
North H Street falls within 
the responsibility of the State 
Highway Department and as 
such has seen very little 
aesthetic improvement over 
the years. Now, according to 
Lompoc city staff, the State 
has plans for some upgrading 
of that two block strip, and the 
city rightfully wants to ac­ 
complish some of its own long- 
sought goals at the sam e time. 
The 100 block of North H is 
apparently substandard in its 
width at the present time, and 
thus widening should be ac­ 
complished, but there is no 
room for widening if either the 
median strip or the parking is 
left as it is. We apparently 
can't have 
both, and the 
businesses in that 100 block 
desperately need the parking 
as it presently exists. In fact, 
they need even more. On the 
other hand, the median adds 
some limited aesthetic value 
to that first block, and should 
be considered from that point 
of view. Again, we might say 
we need even more. Our only 
question about the 100 block of 
North H Street is: why not 
leave it alone and plant more 
landscaping in the median 
already there? 
Our real concern is the out­ 


come of negotiations on the 200 
block of North H. which must 
be widened to bring it into 
alignment with the 100 block. 
The problem faced in the se­ 
cond block lies with access to 
business if a median or divider 
is installed from Walnut to 
Chestnut, as City Council has 
proposed. 
With the proposed widening, 
according to city engineering, 
there would be room for a 
center left turn lane, but park­ 
ing along that strip, with a m e­ 
dian, would be elim inated. 
Coincidentally, with the ex­ 
ception of one business in the 
area, all other business have 
supplied 
their own 
parking 
areas. 
City Council, obviously in a 
mood to beautify a stretch of 
b o u lev a rd not p r e v io u sly 
available to them because of 
State involvement, has said 
they would like to see a solid, 
landscaped planter median 
from Walnut to Chestnut, with 
turn lanes placed only at the H 
and Walnut/ H and Chestnut 
intersections. That area could 
then be planted with shrubs or 
trees or whatever, and the 
core area of Lompoc down­ 
town immeasurably enhanced. 
Of course that would pretty 
much eliminate any turning 
across North H street into 
either the Bank of America 
or Beattie Ford. Alley access 
to those businesses has been 
suggested, but hopefully will 
be elim inated as an a lter­ 
native since those alleys are 
already too congested. 


The businessmen most in­ 
volved in the access aspect of 
the highway improvement on 
North H have chosen to see 
left turn striping installed and 
the landscaped center median 
elim inated 
altogether. 
We 
hope that alternative is as 
swiftly dealt with as alley ac­ 
cess. 
Truly, we can’t believe other 
alternatives aren’t available 
here. 
A 
ch o ice of eith er 
painted 
stripes or a solid 
planter area to accomplish a 
g o a l 
d e m o n s t r a t e s 
a 
somewhat limited source of 
im aginative solutions to a 
problem. There have got to be 
ways in which the a ccess 
problems of the businesses in­ 
volved can be solved, at the 
same time giving Lompoc that 
m u ch -n e e d e d l a n d s c a p i n g 
down the center of North H 
Street. 
A suggestion we might make 
is to have the whole issue 
proceed 
through 
chann els 
already established for ques­ 
tions in the downtown core 
area, namely the Downtown 
Revitalization Committee. 
Established 
four or more 
years ago to revitalize Lom­ 
poc’s failing downtown area, 
the Downtown Revitalization 
Committee already has done 
the legwork and background 
investigation of such problems 
as 
parki ng, 
l a n d s c a p i n g , 
special districts, etc. Cer­ 
tainly that com m ittee is a 
logical place for the question 
of what to do about North H 
Street to begin its travels.
